REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following Is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
fails to teach or suggest heating a cleaning solution with an exothermic chemical 
reaction, applying the heating cleaning solution to the surface, and recovering the soiled 
cleaning solution, wherein the exothermic chemical reaction comprises a phase change 
in a compound or composition that generates heat when transfomiing from a) a liquid 
phase to a solid phase, b) a solid phrase or another solid phase, or wherein the 
exothermic chemical reaction comprises the step of combining two or more reagents, 
when combined, undergo an exothermic reaction, wherein the two or more reagents are 
aluminum and a caustic compound, or a supercorroding metal alloy .
